said transmitting HTTP commands includ e s proc e ssing for transmitting at least one of the 
HTTP commands to athe -transmission control protocol/internet protocol ( TCP/IP) 
handler.

modifi e s a client-side trading system that modifi e s a cli e nt side trading syst e m output to 
market orders that are transmitted to a remote broker site, comprising the steps oft he 
program comprising : a ) m e ans for capturing at least one financial instrument stoek 
orders; b) m e ans for modifying at least one financial instrument steek-orders; c) m e ans 
fer updating at least one transaction records; and d) m e ans for transmitting at least one 
market orders. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method system-of claim 15, wherein step (a) includes the substep 

of said m e ans for capturing stock ord e rs includ e s proc e ssing m e ans for seizing trading 
system transaction records.

HTTP commands. 

28. (Currently Amended) The computer interface svstem softwar e program of claim 25, wherein 

the interface comprises having computer programming code for modifying an the-output 
of thea-client-side trading system. 

29. (Currently Amended) The computer interface svstem softwar e program of claim 25, wherein 

the interface comprises having computer programming code for querying the client a-user 
as to selected modifications to be made to an output of the client-side trading system 
output data . 

30. (Currently Amended) The computer interface svstem softwar e program of claim 25, wherein 

the interface comprises having computer programming code for interfacing with the a 
server-side trading system. 
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
